MINUTE ORDER. The plaintiff has moved for leave to file a second amended 
complaint. See Dkt. 23. The plaintiff indicates that the defendants oppose the motion. 
See id. The Court will exercise its discretion to allow the plaintiff to amend the 
complaint. See Fed. R. Civ. P. 15(a)(2). The Court will not address whether at this 
stage amendment would be futile because those issues are best presented squarely in 
any motion to dismiss the amended complaint. It is thus ORDERED that the plaintiffs 
23 Motion for Leave to File Second Amended Complaint is GRANTED. The Clerk of 
Court is directed to docket the 29 Proposed Amended Complaint as the plaintiffs 
Second Amended Complaint. The Court will not grant leave to amend the complaint 
further absent extraordinary circumstances. It is further ORDERED that the defendants 
shall answer or otherwise respond to the Second Amended Complaint on or before 
November 14, 2019. If the defendants file an answer, the parties shall confer in 
accordance with Local Civil Rule 16.3 and Rule 26(f) of the Federal Rules of Civil 
Procedure and the parties shall file, on or before November 21, 2019, a joint meet and 
confer report as set forth in Local Civil Rule 16.3(d). After receiving the report, the 
Court will set a scheduling conference unless the Court determines, on the basis of the 
report, that a conference is unnecessary. See Local Civil Rule 16.4. If the defendants 
move to dismiss, the plaintiff shall respond on or before November 28, 2019; the 
defendants shall reply on or before December 5, 2019.
